have thus had an opportunity of. examin- 
ing the actual working of a railway such’ 
as is’ contemplated for the first under: 
ground Post Office tine—probably between 
the General Post Office and Mount Plea- 
sant, oe, 

The railway at Chelmsford is an exact 
replica of the clectric syutem designed by 
Mr. Stuart inorder to provide for the 
transit of mail matter in cities ‘when the 
quantity is too great to be carried in 
pneumatic tubes, even of the largest size, 
The only respect in which the model 
differs from the real thing is that it is 
built on the gurface, execpt for u short 
length rutinivg through a tunnel whick 
represents the subway in which the cars 
will run beneath the surface...

differs from the real thing is that it is 
built-on the surface, execpt for a short 
length running through ‘a tunnel which 
represents the subway in which the cars 
will.rin beneath the surface.
